Selectmen’s Report 





Teamwork on the part of employees, volunteers, officials and 


private partners successfully met the unexpected challenges that 
2011 offered. 


The Russell Station Road bridge project — the largest ever 
undertaken by the Town - got off to a late start due to legal 
complications. Then, a few weeks later, Hurricane Irene hit. 
Extraordinary efforts on the part of the Highway Department and 
Francestown Sand & Gravel kept the work-in-progress from being 
undermined. Despite the delays and emergency expenses, the 
project came in on time and at $794,981 — just under the $800,000 
appropriated by voters in 2009. 80% of the costs were covered by 
two FEMA grants. 


Disaster threatened again when Glen Dodge, a timber framer 
who had been consulting with Maureen VonRosenvinge and the 
Heritage Commission, discovered that the truss system supporting 
the roof of the Town Hall was seriously compromised and needed 


repair prior to snowfall. When snowfall arrived prematurely on 


IS 


Halloween, Glen brought his own posts to provide support under 
the weakest spot. Since funds had not been budgeted for this 
magnitude of repair, the Road Agent worked with Selectmen to 
identify those expenditures which could be deferred to fund the 
building repairs. These cuts along with the fact that the repair work 
at the Town Hall went more slowly than planned, resulted in actual 
expenditures for the year being $71,000 below budget. For 2012, 
$43,500 will be proposed to complete the stabilization of the 
building. More planning analysis is necessary before the full scope 
of necessary work will be known and presented to voters for 
consideration — probably in 2013. 


In late fall, the State “red-listed” the bridge just south of Cross 
Road on the 2nd NH Turnpike and threatened to reduce the 
weight limit to 6 tons which would require the diversion of all 
heavier traffic. The Road Agent and Selectmen worked with NH 
DOT to move its place on the State Bridge Program from 2020 to 
2015. With the reserve funding recommended in the Capital 
Improvement Program, the town will be able to see four failing 
bridges replaced. The Town has 10 other aging bridges currently 
being evaluated by the Road Agent to determine what additional 
costs may be facing the town in the near future. 


Other capital projects went more smoothly: although we 
escaped the full force of Hurricane Irene, Police Chief Steve Bell, 
Fire Chief Larry Kullgren, Road Agent Gary Paige and their 
department members, under the direction of Emergency 
Management Director Kevin Holdredge were well prepared and 
organized. : 


The Pleasant Pond Lake Hosts, who received $1,400 from 
voters, had 3 milfoil ‘saves’ making clear that prevention is much 
more cost effective than treatment. Nevertheless, the $17,000 
milfoil treatment of Scoby Pond was successful enough that a much 
smaller area — at half the cost — will need to be treated in 2012.

Pleasant Pond Road reconstruction went as planned; a new 
police cruiser was purchased as were two new SCBA air packs for 
the Fire Department. The clock in the Old Meeting House was 
repaired and is now working properly under the care of five Keepers 
of the Clock, who keep the clock wound and maintained between 
what will be annual tunings. 


On the operating side, tax maps were updated and revised in 
modernized format; the Conservation Commission received the 
first Mooseplate grant for conservation planning; general fund 
account numbers were converted to the State system; several 
internal control problems were identified and corrected; an 
investment policy was approved with the assistance of Charlie Pyle; 
two failing computers were replaced; groundwork was laid to 
reduce fuel and electric costs in 2012; two FEMA grants were 
applied for and awarded; a third is in progress; the DES grant for 
2012 milfoil treatment was again successfully applied for; the Fire 
Department received a $2,500 grant for protective clothing. 


The plan to make the Administrative Assistant’s position full 
time, presented by Selectmen at the 2011 Town Meeting, has been 
through a number of revisions necessitated first by Sherry Miller’s 
acceptance of a job as Town Administrator of Dublin and later by 
the resignation of her replacement after a brief time on the job. 
Until the arrival of Christine Lavery at the end of December, 
Selectmen pitched in and picked up some of the work. In addition 
Abigail Arnold staffed the office, first on a volunteer basis, then on 
a temporary, part time, paid basis. In addition to a provision for a 
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part time clerk, the 2011 budget included money to increase the 
Admin’s work week to 35 hours a week and to add benefits for part 
of the year. The 2012 Budget reflects a full year of a 40 hour work 
week and benefits for the Administrative Assistant and for a part 
time clerk. The Selectmen believe this investment in personnel is 


essential to an effective executive function. 


In addition to Administrative costs, the Selectmen are 
recommending the restoration of $10,000 of wages to the Highway 
Budget and $5,000 to the Police Budget. Other significant increases 
include $11,000 in diesel/gasoline costs and $9,000 in building 
maintenance. The Selectmen do not believe that the rest of the 
budget can fully offset the $57,000 or 4.4% increase over the 2011 
budget or the additional 1% increase caused by a decrease in state 
revenues and a large abatement to SVA-Northeast, owner of the 
time-share units formerly part of the golf course. They also do not 
believe a 5.4% increase to be fiscally responsible. As a result, 
Selectmen are recommending $41,900 in cuts in net capital 
spending. The result is a proposed increase of $27,200 - or 1.9% - in 
net town appropriations. We seek your support for the proposal at 
the town meeting. If we can answer any questions in the meantime, 


please contact us. 


We thank, and hope that all residents will thank, al] the town’s 
volunteers and employees for a job well done this year. We know 


we can count on their dedication next year.

INTRODUCTION 


As authorized by a vote of the 1978 Town Meeting the duties of the 
Budget and Advisory Committee are: 

" To advise and assist the Selectmen as requested, 

# To participate with the Selectmen in the preparation and final 
compilation of the annual Town Budget, and 

= To publish and post not less than fifteen (15) days prior to Town 
Meeting in two or more conspicuous locations within Town its 
findings and recommendations with regard to each item of the 
budget and all articles proposing capital expenditures as approved 


by the Board of Selectmen. 


During the year the Committee meets with the Selectmen and 
Department Heads to review current year spending and proposals for the 
ensuing year’s budget. We also meet separately to review budget proposals 
and discuss recommendations to the Selectmen. All meetings are open to 
the public and held in the meeting room at the Town Offices; interested 


parties are always encouraged to attend. 
2012 BUDGET 


A majority of the Committee voted to recommend that the 2012 
operating budget increase no more than 3%. Based on one of the 
preliminary budget plans received from the Selectmen, the Committee 
prepared a report, dated January 23, 2012, that suggested additional budget 
decreases totaling $27,700. Reductions were suggested in the budget lines 
for the Executive, Revaluation, Police, Fire, Highways and Streets, General 
Expense Highway, Solid Waste and General Assistance. Many of these 
lines were subsequently reduced by the Selectmen in their final proposed 


operating budget. 


In addition, the Committee continued to express its concerns over the 
rising costs of health insurance. The current 80/20 premium split, with a 
stipend for the four pre-existing employees, is a step in the right direction; 
however, the committee believes an immediate and annual review of health 
plan options is imperative. Insurance products are rapidly changing and a 
regular review will benefit covered employees as well as the Town as a 
whole. 


CONCLUSION 


The Budget and Advisory Committee joins the Selectmen in their 
apprehension regarding increased pressures on the operating budget and 
the escalating need for repairs to our aging infrastructure: Town Hall, 
roads, bridges, etc. The Committee supports the Selectmen’s overall plan 
to limit an increase in the Town’s portion of the tax rate to 1.9% or 
approximately $26 for a home valued at $200,000, but a majority of the 
Committee did not recommend the warrant article for the 2012 operating 
budget of $1,501,213. As noted above, a majority supported limiting any 
budget increase to no more than 3% and believed that additional reductions 
of approximately $17,700 could have been made. Some of our suggestions 
for further reductions included: 

= Reducing the budget for clerical staffing salary and professional 

development in the Executive Department, 

=" Reducing the line item for building repairs in the General 

Government Building budget. These funds should be applied to 
capital items in separate warrants articles, and 


=" Reducing the overall budget for Police. 


Finally, the Budget and Advisory Committee has been frustrated and 
disappointed with the budget process during the past year. We hope to 
work to improve the flow of information to and from the Committee. 
Constant changes in details and plans, lack of specific discussions, and 
delays in providing budget details hindered the ability of the Committee to 


provide timely recommendations to the Selectmen. 


Thanks to my fellow Committee members, Abby Dawson, Henry 
Kunhardt, Becky Moul and Nick Wilder, for their participation in and 


dedication to the preparation of 2012 budget recommendations.

FRANCESTOWN’S SIX YEAR (2012-2017) 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PLAN 


The first and foremost purpose of the Town’s Capital Improvement 
Plan (CIP) is to provide a valuable planning tool which should help the 
Town to anticipate, prioritize, coordinate and manage its capital 


expenditures. 


This process necessarily means that many anticipated needs cannot be 
scheduled for funding during the six year life of the plan. During the past 
several years the value of projects not included in the plan has risen due to a 
number of factors including economic conditions; the cumulative effects of 
inflation (e.g. the cost of paving one mile of road); diversion of funds to 
meet operational priorities (e.g. increased welfare outlays and restructuring 
of the executive function); damage to aging infrastructure from extreme 
weather conditions (e.g. bridges have been compromised by repeated, heavy 
flooding); changing regulatory standards (e.g, stricter state ratings after the 
bridge collapse in Minneapolis). 


Four ‘bridges which are included in the State Bridge Program are 
included in this year’s plan, but the town has ten other aging bridges. An 
estimate of the urgency, and cost, of repairing or replacing them will not be 
available until next year. Similarly, although funding for the stabilization of 
the town hall truss system is scheduled to continue in 2012, plans, with 
associated costs, for re-opening the building will not be available until next 
year. Residents should anticipate a hefty price tag for both items. 


Significant changes to the 2012 plan in comparison to the 2011 plan 
include the indefinite deferral of the purchase of a backhoe for the highway 
department; cancellation of two years of road reconstruction in 2015 and 
2016; a reduction of $20,000 in funding for this year’s work on Pleasant 
Pond Road, and the addition of $61,000 to the capital reserve for building 
improvements in 2012, $43,500 of which is also slated for withdrawal in 
2012. 


Despite the cut of $340,000 from last year’s CIP, the 2012-2017 plan 
recommends total spending of $2,753,000 which will accomplish the 
following over the next 6 years: 
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= Funding of fire and highway vehicles according to the long 


established replacement plan. 


= Reconstruction of 4 bridges (2nd NH Turnpike South between 
Cross and Red House Roads, Juniper Hill Road, Woodward 
Hill Road and the South New Boston Road). 


= 4 — as opposed to 6 — years of road reconstruction at reduced 


funding levels. 
= $150,000 of funds to address town building needs including 


new heating systems for the fire and police stations; town hall 
renovations, and reroofing the annex, upgrading police 


quarters. 


The breakdown of the $394,200 of proposed new CIP spending 
(appropriations less withdrawals from reserves and other sources of non- 
property-tax revenue) for 2012 is listed in Column 2 of Exhibit 1 on page 
53. Also included in Exhibit 1 are the articles as actually proposed by the 
departments/Selectmen. Note 2 indicates if the Selectmen and the Budget 
Committee recommend approval of a particular warrant article. Column 5 
shows the estimated impact of a warrant on the tax rate after revenue offsets 


are taken into consideration. 


The summary of this year’s CIP is provided to assist you in your 
decision making at Town Meeting. If you would like a copy of the complete

Town of Francestown, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental 
activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of 
Francestown, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 2010, which 
collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of 
contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of Francestown’s 
management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based 
on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in 
the United States of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit 
to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides 
a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the respective financial position of the governmental activities, each major fund, 
and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Francestown as of 
December 31, 2010, and the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year 
then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America. 


The budgetary comparison information on page 21 is not a required part of the basic 
financial statements, but is supplementary information required by accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited 
procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods 
of measurement and presentation of the required supplementary information. However, 
we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. The Town of Francestown 
has not presented a management's discussion and analysis. Accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America have determined that the management's 
discussion and analysis is necessary to supplement, but is not required to be part of, the 


basic financial statements. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial 
statements that collectively comprise the Town of Francestown’s basic financial 
statements. The combining nonmajor and individual general fund schedules are presented 
for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial 
statements. They have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the 
basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole. 


Independent Auditors 


Communication of Certain Matters 


In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the governmental 
activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of 
Francestown as of and for the year ended December 31, 2010, in accordance with auditing 
standards generally accepted in the United States of America, we considered the Town’s 
internal control over financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our 
auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinions on the financial statements, 
but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s 
internal control. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the effectiveness of the 
Town of Francestown’s internal control. 

Our consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the 
preceding paragraph and was not designed to identify all deficiencies in internal control 
that might be significant deficiencies or material weaknesses and, therefore, there can be no 
assurance that all such deficiencies have been identified. . 

A deficiency in internal control exists when the design or operation of a control does 
not allow management or employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned 
functions, to prevent, or detect and correct misstatements on a timely basis. A material 
weakness is a deficiency, or combination of deficiencies in internal control, such that there 
is a reasonable possibility that a material misstatement of the entity’s financial statements 
will not be prevented, or detected and corrected on a timely basis. We did not identify any 
deficiencies in internal control that we consider to be material weaknesses. 

However, we identified the following other matters that we consider important to 
communicate: 


Treasurer's Records 

The role of the Town Treasurer is an important internal control function in any 
Town. Included in those internal controls is the maintaining of a separate set of “books” by 
the Town Treasurer. We noted that the Town Treasurer for the Town of Francestown 
currently relies on the Town’s accounting system for the tracking of general fund activity. 
We recommend that the Treasurer maintain a separate set of records that track the 
running balance of deposits and disbursements from the Town’s general fund. On a 
monthly basis, the Treasurer’s “book” balance should be reconciled to the bank, and 
reconciled to the Town’s accounting system “book” balance. Any discrepancies between 
the Town’s accounting system and the Treasurer's balance should be investigated and any 
necessary corrections made. 
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Investment Policy 

The Board of Selectmen has not adopted an investment policy for the Town 
Treasurer to follow in accordance with RSA 41:9-IV, which states “The selectmen shall 
annually review and adopt an investment policy for the investment of public funds in 
conformance with applicable statutes and shall advise the treasurer of such policies.” We 
recommend that the Board take steps to develop an investment policy and provide the 
policy to the Town Treasurer to follow. It was noted that the Board of Selectmen were 
working to develop such a policy at the time of our field work. 30 


Missing Supporting Documentation 

For two of 25 disbursements tested, the Town was not able to provide adequate 
supporting documentation. One item was a payroll disbursement, and the Town was not 
able to locate a timesheet or other record of time worked; and the other item was a vendor 
payment, and the Town was not able to provide an invoice or other supporting 
documentation. We recommend that the Board not allow any disbursements to be made 
without proper supporting documentation. 

Also, we noted that the Town does not have W-4 or I-9 forms on file for its 
employees, as required. We recommend that the Town review its employee files, and 
obtain the proper documentation to complete the missing information. 


Escrow and Donation Accounts 

We noted a number of escrow and donation accounts that had balances going back a 
number of years. We recommend that the Town research the activity and purpose of the 
accounts, and determine if the escrow requirements have been met, and in the case of 
donation accounts, determine the purpose and intent of the donations so that they may be 
used as the donors intended.

The Francestown Volunteer Fire Department (FVFD) responded to 132 
emergency calls in 2011; conducted 11 business meetings, 11 rescue meetings, 48 


Sunday truck and equipment checks, 1000+ hours on in house training. 


2011 The FVFD started its year on New Year’s Day, at 2:16 a.m. for a medical 
call and ended 2011 on December 30", at 4:58 p.m. with a mutual aid response to 
New Boston to cover the center station. In between, the Fire Company responded 
to all types of emergencies from medical calls, to motor vehicle accidents, to 
request for fire assistance. In total, the Members volunteered over ten thousand 


hours to help protect our community. 


In 2011 the FVFD responded to one structure fire in town, a reported fire in a 
kitchen. The FVFD was able to contain the fire to the kitchen and saved the 
structure. The Company also assisted with nine structure fires in surrounding 
towns this past year. The Fire Company saw an average call volume for 2011, with 
a slight decrease in request for medical aid and a small increase in request for fire 


assistance. 


2012 will mark the 75" Anniversary of the Francestown Volunteer Fire 


Department. The Company is planning a celebration to mark this occasion. 


At this time I want to express my thanks to the men and women of the 
Francestown Volunteer Fire Department and Rescue Squad for their many efforts 
and services in 2011. Thank you FVFD Auxiliary for always being there when we 
need you! I would like to thank Chief Bell and all the Officers of the Francestown 


Police Department for all their assistance in 2011. I would also like to thank the 
residents and guests of Francestown for their continued support. 


In closing I would like to remind our community that the best way to save 
lives and property is early detection and notification of a fire or medical 
emergency. Please, always be careful with fire. Change CO and smoke detector 
batteries annually, check to ensure each device is in proper working order, and 
have a family evacuation plan in place.

Refreshments were provided for fire company personnel and supporting 
entities during extended calls and at various training sessions during the year. 
Additionally, we were honored to be called upon to cater special receptions for fire 
families this year. 


A traditional corned beef dinner was prepared by the Auxiliary for attendees 
at the meeting of the Hillsborough County Forest Fire Wardens, annually held at 
the Francestown station in March. Also in March, the Auxiliary provided 
refreshments for the deliberative session of Town Meeting. Both events serve as 


fundraisers for the organization. 


Forty students, teachers and support staff participated in the much 
anticipated Fire Prevention and Safety Program held at the elementary school in 
October. Due to inclement weather, a spirited mini muster was held in the great 
room, followed by a brief visit outside to inspect Engine 1, Tanker 2, and the 
Rescue unit. FES classes were presented with Toadstool Literary vouchers, 
compliments of the Auxiliary. Afterwards, a similar program geared towards 
younger children was held at the library. Refreshments for both programs were 
provided by the Auxiliary. 


The 2012 Francestown Telephone and Business Directory, due out in March 
2012, has been in production. In addition to being our largest fundraiser, it also 
provides a community service for residents. The residential section now includes a 
substantial mixture of land line and cell phone numbers. Many residents have not 
been included because we were unable to confirm their interest or phone numbers 
despite a concerted effort to do so. Numerous new businesses are included in the 
business section. But sadly, many previous advertisers, as well as interested new 
businesses, were unable to advertise due to economic constraints. On a positive 
note, a refocus on supporting local businesses seems to be on the upswing - and 


benefits everyone. 
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2011 marked the ninth year of Red Cross blood drives being held in town. 
Begun by the Auxiliary in response to the need for blood following 911, the semi- 
annual blood drives are held on the first Monday in May and the last Monday in 
November. The blood drives regularly have a mix of donors: regular donors from a 
donor base representing more than a dozen communities, and new donors, 
including first time donors registering at each drive, often seventeen and eighteen 


year olds. 


Support of Boy Scout troops led by Ben and Monica Harrington and Tammie 
and Dave Blanchette, and The Welcome Basket project led by Diane Noonan and 
Lori - Hardwick Way are ongoing endeavors. 


Karen Couturier, a longstanding member of the Auxiliary, passed away this 
year following a courageous battle with cancer.

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Building a Bridge

The Highway Department had a busy year, combining routine 
maintenance, reconstruction and a large-scale bridge project on Russell 
Station Road. 


The bridge project was an eye-opening experience as to what goes into a 
project of that scale; 8,000-10,000 yards of material were moved. The Town 
trucks were used to haul the majority of the material; the largest pieces of 
ledge were hauled with a contractor’s rock truck. The project was a 
challenge, but with our Department assisting the Contractor and the 
supervision of an excellent engineering firm, the result was a very successful 


bridge job, completed on schedule.

Road Improvement Program 


In 2011, we saw a continuation of reconstruction of Pleasant Pond Road. 
This year approximately three-quarters of a mile were fully reconstructed. This 
included full depth reclamation, removing and replacing all culverts; removal of 
unsuitable materials where required and adding one foot of four inch screened 
gravel. A four to six inch lift of three- quarter inch crushed gravel was added as a 
base and topped with two inches of asphalt. 


We utilized town trucks, personnel and materials where possible on this 
project. 


The Town, working with local contractors, has provided a very nice road for 
the motoring public. 


In 2012. the first mile of Pleasant Pond will be topped with the final inch of 
asphalt. The cost of the paving and the reduction in funding mean the length of 
new construction will be limited. Progress will also be limited by the fact that the 
next section requires a remove and replace strategy because the grade cannot 
alternate very much 
due to existing 


conditions. 


Reconstruction of 
the remaining length 
of Pleasant Pond Road 
will be challenging - as 
anyone who drives it 


already knows.

This year’s rabies clinic was a success. A rabies clinic will be held in April 2012 
— watch for posters as to the date and time. State law requires cats be vaccinated 
against rabies. Remember, when attending the rabies clinic, cats need to be in a 
carrier and dogs on a leash. Please remember to bring along your animal’s current 
rabies certificate. 


State law requires all dogs over 3 months old be licensed by April 30" each 
year. Remember - in addition to the license fee — there is an additional fee after 
June 1* to license your dog ($25.00 Forfeit Fee and $1.00 per month for each 
month you are delinquent). Proof of rabies vaccination (a rabies certificate) is 
required to license your dog — make sure to bring the certificate with you when 
you go to the Town Office to license your dog. 


Once you have licensed your dog, please put the license tag on your dog’s 
collar — this helps us locate you should your dog wander off. Pick-up fee - $20.00; 
care of animal - $10.00 a day.

Since I was appointed Emergency Management Director in August, the town 
has dealt with two major incidents: Hurricane Irene and the October snow storm. 
Both caused minor damage to local roads and caused power disruptions to local 


residents. 


The Emergency Management Team worked to coordinate the town's 
preparation and response to both of these events. We have established a procedure 
where all town departments meet prior to an event and periodically during the 


incident to coordinate efforts and share information. 


We were also successful in obtaining reimbursement from FEMA for expenses 
the town incurred to respond to both storms. 


Going forward into 2012, we have several projects that we are working on. 
We would like to explore methods of sharing information, such as road closures, 
estimates to restore power and other important information with the citizens, 
using social media or text 
messaging. We also have begun to 
participate in a state program that 
links our emergency operations 
center to the state’s and to all other 
local communities. In addition, we 
will continue to explore grant 
funding to improve the town’s 


ability to prepare for and mitigate 





natural and man-made disasters. 


We continue to look for an Assistant Emergency Management Director. This 
position requires no previous experience or training and will primarily assist with 
administrative tasks and function as a liaison between town departments and the 


state. All training will be provided.

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Public Assistance 


The Public Assistance Department provided assistance to fifteen 
Francestown families in 2011. Two of these families required on-going 
assistance and others received assistance more than one time during the 
year. We have seen the amount of time residents require assistance drop 
this year as jobs have been more available than in the past few years. The 
wood bank remains a source of heat for a number of residents in town. 
Thank you to the Crotched Mountain Resort for their donation of 2 cords 
of cut, split, dry firewood. And a special thanks to everyone who came to 


help cut, split and stack - filling the wood bank! 
A special thanks goes to the Crotched Mountain Resort and the 


Francestown Community Church for their donations of Thanksgiving and 
Christmas meals and gifts for three families in Francestown. 


The Public Assistance Department provides basic necessities such as 
food, shelter, utilities, and transportation when qualification standards are 
met. It is a timely process; however an application must be completed and 
verified. At times, there are other needs that arise that may not be covered 
by the regular program. For this reason, the Public Assistance Department 
now has a Trust Fund set up. The Trust Fund accepts donations for these 
needs. These funds are used when a need arises that falls outside of the 
guidelines. For example, a job training class, a driver’s license renewal fee, or 
a car registration could be taken care of for a family. This is a wonderful 
opportunity for anyone who wants to help a local family by making a 
donation to the Trust Fund.

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Conservation Commission 


2011 was a relatively quiet year for the Conservation Commission; with few 
wetland or zoning board applications, and no major subdivision proposals. 


Of significant importance is ongoing work to develop a written Natural 
Resource Inventory and related Conservation Plan to be included in the updated 
Master Plan. This project is being done through the Monadnock Conservancy 
Community Conservation Partnership Program and funded in part through a 
grant from the NH Conservation (“Moose Plate’) Program. A Conservation Plan 
subcommittee consisting of Betsy Hardwick, Linda Kunhardt, Ben Haubrich, and 
Barry Wicklow is working with the Conservancy’s planner, Pete Throop, to 
complete the project. A community wildlife workshop was held in November 
with about 35 attendees; two more workshops are planned for the spring of 2012, 
one on agriculture and one on water quality. 


The annual February full moon snowshoe 
hike was held in the Rand Brook Forest with 
hot cider and cookies at the Kunhardt farm 
afterwards. The annual ‘back roads and cellar 
holes’ hike with the Francestown Land Trust 
was held in the Woodward Hill area with an 
exploration of old roads, cellar holes, mill 
ruins, and old and new bridge sites. 


A roadside cleanup was sponsored in 
April in celebration of Earth Day - this year 
rather than hosting a single-day event blue 
bags were made available locally, with 
advertising done accordingly, so people could 
clean up roadsides at their convenience. This 
worked very well and once again volunteers 





did a terrific job cleaning up. Plant seedlings 
were handed out to students at the Elementary School with a bit of information 
on the plant and its wildlife habitat value. 


The conservation easement on the town-owned Crotched Mountain 
properties closed in August with the Society for the Protection of NH Forests - 
this 500 acre project was approved at town meeting several years ago. With this 
major project wrapped up the Commission is now working to facilitate and 
support other conservation and natural resource projects in town, for the most 
part with a more secondary support role. Members pledged $4,000 of conservation 
funds to assist the Russell Foundation with the Kingsbury Hill farmland project; 
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$8,000 to the Francestown Land Trust’s Piscataguog River/Avery Brook project, 
and a small amount towards the Piscataquog Eastern Brook Trout Coalition’s 


local research and planning effort — a project supported in part by Trout 
Unlimited. 


Consulting forester Ron Klemarczyk prepared a timber harvest in the 
Shattuck Pond Town Forest, marking trees to be cut, flagging skid roads, and 
putting the job out to bid to several logging companies. Two bids were received, 
and Chuck Rose logging was awarded the contract. To date not much has 
happened due to weather-related soil conditions. The timber harvest work also 
includes some road improvements to the old town road to enable removal of wood 


products. 


Habitat restoration and invasive species control work completed on the 
Piscataquog River/Rand Brook property included having invasive pasture roses 
removed by Francestown Sand & Gravel, and pine trees cleared by volunteers 
Barry Wicklow, Jeff Tarr, Chris Danforth and Tom Paige in an effort. to maintain 
early successional habitat features essential for many species of wildlife. 


Additional invasive species control work is planned for next year. 


Due to weather conditions and volunteer scheduling problems only one duck 
box in the Crotched Mt. town forest was cleaned out this year with no evidence of 
nesting in it. Crabapple trees planted in the town forest for wildlife food were 
pruned and fertilized. It was noted that there is new beaver activity near the 
smaller field in the forest - good news for many creatures dependent on this type of 
wetland habitat! A workshop on forest management and wildlife habitat was held 
here once again for the UNH Cooperative Extension Coverts program 





(Volunteers Working for Wildlife). Trail maintenance work is an ongoing 
responsibility, though not a lot of significant trail work was done this year - a few 
markers were added or replaced, some downed trees and storm debris cleaned up. 
Many thanks again to the volunteers who help with this. 


Town-held conservation easements were monitored in October, no problems 
were found. The outer boundaries of the 2010 addition to the Dinsmore Brook 


Conservation area were blazed and painted. 


A request from wireless 
communication company 
WiValley to cut trees on 
Crotched Mountain  town- 
owned land near the small radio 
tower was reviewed; the board 
determined more information 
was needed to make a decision.

resources and watershed resources” in our town. Though current economic 
pressures may make land protection and conservation seem relatively 
unimportant, the fact remains that our very health and well-being are directly 
connected to it - protecting watersheds, forest land, and farm land helps provide 
clean air, safe drinking water, wildlife habitat, forest products and locally grown 
food, as well as providing places for recreation and exercise. And there are 
economic benefits too; multiple studies have shown that open spaces 
(undeveloped land) keep taxes lower than residential development, which cost 
more in the services they require than the property taxes paid. And undeveloped 
spaces - our forest and farm lands - help our local economy, bringing in revenue 
and providing jobs through regional and local tourism, recreation, farming and 


forestry. 


The Commission is dedicated to continuing to help conserve natural 
resources in the most effective way possible; supporting sustainable forestry and 
agriculture, promoting water quality protection and wildlife habitat conservation, 
and continuing to work cooperatively with other natural resource organizations to 
do so. Thank you for your ongoing support.

On July 19" the Board approved the application of Bob Bowes, Bonnie 
Wilson-Bowes and Charles Guill, Jr. for a lot line adjustment affecting two 
contiguous tracts of land located on Pleasant Pond Road (Tax Map 19, Lot 6 and 
Map 19, Lot 7). 


On July 19" the Board approved the application of PSNH for tree cutting on 
various town-designated Scenic Roads, as part of their routine maintenance 


program. 


On August 16" the Board approved the application of Martel Retailing 
Enterprises, Inc. for expansion of a nonconforming use (commercial) into 
formerly-designated residential use areas of the Francestown Village Store (aka 
Long Store building) at 74 Main Street (Tax Map 13, Lot 19). The approved 


expansion of use was for food preparation at a convenience store. 


On November 15™ the Board approved the application of the Francestown 
Land Trust for a two-lot subdivision located at 646 Woodward Hill Road (Tax 
Map 3, Lot 44). 





Town Meeting 2011 
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Zoning Board of Adjustment 


The New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated and the Francestown 
Zoning Ordinance give the Board of Adjustment the power to: (1) hear 
appeals from administrative decisions relating to the enforcement of the 
Zoning Ordinance, (2) grant Special Exceptions under the Ordinance, (3) 
authorize Variances from the terms of the Ordinance, and (4) grant 
Equitable Waivers from compliance with the dimensional requirements of 
the Ordinance. In each case the power of the Board is strictly limited by 
the terms of the Statutes and the Ordinance. Persons wishing to bring a 
matter before the Board should examine the Ordinance before filing an 
application. Copies of the Ordinance, application forms and filing fees are 
available at the Town Offices and on the Town Website. 


During 2011 the Board heard the following cases: . 

e Ann Montgomery (Tax Map 19, Lot 16) = granted a variance, 
subject to conditions, to construct a septic system between 75’ and 
100° from wetlands and within the Shore land Overlay District. 

e Martel Retailing Enterprises, LLC (Tax Map 3, Lot 1.1) - granted 
a variance to permit an expansion ofa non-conforming use toa 
total floor area of 3753 sq ft. Variance was granted subject to 
multiple conditions, some of which are open. 

e Crotched Mountain Golf Club (Map 7, Lot 22) - granted a special 
exception, subject to conditions, to construct a colonial style, wood 
framed addition to the existing restaurant to be used as a function 


hall.

There were seven interments and four lots sold in Cemetery #3. 


Steve Griffin has continued to help with the entering of data from various 
records of Cemetery #3 onto a computer spread sheet. When he has finished, we 
will have all the available information in one accessible form. This is a long 
arduous process hoped to be completed in 2012. 


Two Bradford Pear Trees were planted at the main entrance to #3. There 
were two incidents of ruptured water lines in the middle section of #3. The 
decayed maple tree by the stone wall between the north and middle sections of #3 
was removed. The wood was taken to the Town Wood Shed. 


The Miss Evelyn Vadney Memorial Trust Fund was established for the sole 
purpose of purchasing American flags and markers for our cemeteries. The 
amount of $454 was withdrawn from the fund with that intent. The Patriotic 
Purposes Committee is in charge of their distribution. 


The Master Plan subcommittee, represented by Tom Anderson, met with the 
Cemetery Trustees to record our thoughts on future cemetery needs. Those were: 
the continued headstone repairs in #1 and #2 cemeteries, cosmetic/restoration of 
iron fences and stone wall in #2, loam to level the older grave sites in all three 
cemeteries, address the problem of #3 shed now with a dirt floor and no 
foundation, granite curbing in #3 to protect specific corners from traffic damage, 
waterline replacement with reduced sites and the wish of one Trustee for a “Green 
Cemetery.”

During January the Commission worked with the UNH Cooperative 
Extension Service to compile a report to the Townspeople and the Board of 
Selectmen which would report the findings of the Survey mailed in November. 
With a return of nearly 20% of the surveys sent, UNH felt this was a fairly relevant 
population and that the resultant information was reliable. Significant support for 
improving the Town Hall for a variety of uses was indicated but the financial 
impact on the tax rate was also a major concern. The complete report, direct 
survey data and findings can be found on the Heritage Commissions web site, 
francestownheritage.com. 


The next step was to begin investigating the structural condition of the Town 
Hall. We approached 10 firms and received 3 proposals from both architects and 
structural engineering firms. The Commission awarded the contract to Michael J. 
Petrovick, Architects in May. The contract called for a preliminary report by June 
20" and a formal presentation by Mr. Petrovik on June 25" to the Commission 
and the Selectpersons. There was lively questioning and further information was 
requested. The final report was received in early July. 


The report documented that there were two major areas of concern that 
needed to be addressed. At least one truss, the Queen’s Truss, (which supports the 
rear of the bell tower) required immediate attention. Additionally, the support 
system for the first floor no longer met the requirement for assembly usage. 


The money raised by the Heritage Commission from grants was available to 
develop plans for the needed work. After further discussion with the Selectpersons 
it was decided that architectural designed and engineered plans were needed to 
correct the 1* floor deficiencies. As the heating system had failed and needed to be 
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replaced it appeared to be prudent to have it also engineered so that it would have 
the ability to meet future potential requirements. Request for proposals were sent 
out July 28" to eight firms. Three firms submitted bids. The bids varied 
substantially both in the work they suggested (some which went well beyond the 
scope that had been requested) and cost. After much deliberation and consulting 
with an engineering firm the town uses on other construction, it was decided to 
postpone this planning until we understood the extent of the entire structural 
preservation needed. 


At the same time temporary repairs were discussed as an immediate solution 
for the truss problem. Prior to expending funds on an impermanent solution it 
was suggested that we approach the Timber Framers Guild to solicit opinions on 
the condition of the entire truss system. The Guild was very helpful and allowed us 
to request assistance from their members. Glen Dodge of Dodgeco contacted us 
and did a thorough inspection of the system with many members of the 
Commission and the Board of Selectmen present. He did further investigation 
into what caused some of the problems and was requested to develop a plan that 
first would complete the work needed to insure the structural integrity of the 
Queen’s Truss and secondly what additional work would be needed to reinforce 
the remaining trusses. The drawings are available on the Heritage Commissions 


web site. 


The Selectmen decided that a permanent solution was the best approach and 
approved only the work needed to prevent further damage to the building in case 


ofa major storm during the winter. That work began in December. 


Additional structural work is required, with intent of reopening the building 
for public usage on the first floor. Plans will be sought to complete this project. 
Clearly there will be further restoration and renovation as we move forward but at 
least we know what is essential to insure the structural health of the building and 


continued enjoyment of this historic building. 


The Commission also sponsored another Historic Walk About lead by Frank 
Hanchett. Frank took a group to explore the Hob Nob Farm. They were regaled 
with stories of the agricultural history of the Kenyon Farm and were enthralled by 
the stories of the Underground Railroad.

15 
people lent a hand on December 4" to clean out the Town Hall so that 
construction could commence. There were many trips to the Land Fill in personal 
trucks and an immense load of debris hauled away by Bub Rokes. This is the type 
of volunteer assistance we can use, in some cases, as a part of the matching funds 


for grants. 
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There were several people who generously donated money during the year. 
We thank them again for this evidence of support. We are still slightly short of the 
full cash match for the LCHIP Grant. 


We appreciate the donation of the web site and ongoing maintenance that has 
allowed us to make information available without incurring the cost of postage.

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The Francestown Waste Disposal Committee would like to begin 
by thanking the residents of Francestown for their continued recycling 
efforts. In an effort to continue to “get the word out” on new ways to 
recycle or any refining of our present practices we are continuing to 


publish the “Talkin’ Trash” newsletter twice a year, February & August. 


The overall recycling rate for 2011 was 45%, 5% over the state goal, 
down 2% from last years rate of 47%. 


The Budget was overspent by approximately $820. The reason for 
this is due to a procedural bookkeeping change. Our revenues are being 
reported in gross dollars not net dollars. 


We are continuing to receive revenues for paper, UBC’s and Metal. 
Through paper, metals and aluminum cans $17,600 in revenues was 
received in. Transfer Station fees for E-Waste, CD & tires brought in 
another $6,729 bringing the revenue total to $24,329 raised thru 
Transfer Station transactions. The costs for glass and co-mingled items 
remained stable all year. The Compactor & CD costs are contracted at 
$92 per ton thru the year 2013. 
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In 2011, the Transfer Station did the following business, measured

There were 1110 registered voters: 342 Republicans, 255 Democrats and 513 
Undeclared. 


Building permits issued: New Homes-3, Additions and Alterations-6, Barns-3, 
Decks-3, Miscellaneous (Generator hook up and other) 8. 


In April, Crotched Mountain Golf Club was purchased by Daniel O’Grady 
from Townsend, MA. 


In June, a structural survey was completed on the Town Hall, along with a list 
of needed repairs and upgrades. The building has been closed to the public as a 


meeting place until repairs are completed. 





Francestown Improvement and Historical Society sponsored the 94" Annual 
Labor Day weekend and raised over $9,500 for the society. The parade theme was 
“Fairy Tales- Old & New” and the Village Cloggers won the Grand Prize. The 
Historical Rooms were open Labor Day and by appointment. Events sponsored by 
FIHS included: June community supper, annual Christmas Tree Lighting, 
seasonal flowers and holiday wreaths. In April, FIHS formally accepted the 
donation of the ‘Pacific Lodge’ building at 40 Main Street, which will be used for 
events, meetings and also made available to town organizations and groups. 
Significant renovations began on the Beehive project with repairs to the 
foundation, basement, sills and drainage. There were 178 members. 


The Old Meeting House held several events including: “Caesar”, performed 
by Sebastian Lockwood, Monadnock Music performance as part of their summer 
series, FIHS Labor Day Vespers, tours and ice cream social on Labor Day, 
Francestown Land Trust annual meeting, 3 weddings and 1 memorial service. 
Restoration projects included: repair and repainting of plaster, the cast handrail at 
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the front door was repaired, double doors leading to the vestibule were tuned and 
exterior touch-up painting was done along the water table line. 


The Francestown Garden Club had a successful plant sale in May, raising 
$2,977. They donated $400 to FIHS from the plant sale table during the annual 
Labor Day weekend. Six applicants submitted essays for the scholarship essay 
award. Nicole Ehrler won the $1000 award for her essay “How Gardens Are 
Important to Our Well Being”. 


Francestown Land Trust celebrated its 25% birthday, and received a 
significant donation of a house and 46 acres by Nicholas Davidson. A conservation 
easement will be placed on the land and the house will be sold with proceeds used 


to protect additional acreage in the area. 


Francestown Community Church continued looking for a permanent Pastor 


and narrowed down the search to a promising candidate. 


There were 43 students enrolled in Francestown Elementary School, 57 in the 
middle school and 78 in Conval High School. In addition, there were 14 home 
schooled students registered through the Conval School District. 


Farming Fun 4-H Club had 5 members. Besides caring for their project 
animals, members assembled welcome baskets for new residents in town, and 


participated in a photography exhibit at Hillsborough County Fair.
